Report of School Board. 


In compliance with the statutes the School Board 
of Strafford respectfully submits its annual report. 

We wish we were privileged to report all the 
schools in town model schools, but instead we admit 
that there is much to be accomplished along certain 
lines, in order to bring all of them to a state of perfec- 
tion. Still, we believe that some progress is being 
made from year to year. For the most part our teachers 
have labored faithfully, and are meeting with a fair 
degree of success. 

We wish wecould impress upon more of our 
teachers the necessity of special training for their 
work, for certainly their profession is inferior to none, 
and should, therefore, require exceptional training. 
We trust the time will come when all teachers will be 
compelled to spend at least one year in some good train- 
ing school. 

We also recommend that more of our school funds 
be expended in beautifying our school houses and 
grounds. A pupil will be more loyal to his school; 
make better progress in his studies; and, finally, make 
a more useful citizen, if the school, where he receives 
his early education, is made cheerful and attractive. 

Again, we find it necessary to-invite the atten- 
tion of parents to the importance of regular attendance. 
In the most of our schools, the attendance, during the 
last year, has been quite satisfactory, but, in some of 
them, there is much opportunity for improvement. For 
the year ending July 15, 1914, we received from ‘the 
State for average attendance of pupils, 160.45. We 
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wish that every parent were sufficiently interested in 
the welfare of his child as to see that going to school is 
the child’s business. If children are allowed to be ab- 
sent for insufficient reasons, they are, virtually, taught 
to look upon schools and their duties as of quite sec- 
ondary importance. No school can accomplish the 
highest good, unless children are regular and constant 
in their attendance. 


The schools of the several districts have been in 
session during thirty-three weeks. As there were not 
enough pupils in the fall to warrant the opening of the 
school in District No. 12,we engaged two special teach- 
ers to instruct the few remaining pupils in the above 
named District, and also those in District No. 13, until 
other arangements could be made. 


In order effectively to carry out the coming year’s 
work, the following items will be required. (To be 
raised in school meeting.) 

School money in addition to that required 


by law, $1,000 00 
Tuition, 700. 00 
Text books, 200 00 
Salaries, 125 00 
Repairs, 200 00 


Money required by law to be raised will be, 1,260 00 


Total amount to be raised by taxation, $3,485 00
